His de- 
fircs arc only, that it may be attended to, 
and he alTures, by me, the female reader 
more particularly, that if ftic ftecrs by 
its ligiit, flie may avoid many flielves 
and quickiands in that dangerous ocean, 
■wherein ftie is embark'd. 

Fallen as we are among evil times and 
evil men, it requires no fmall caution to 
guide ourfelves ar^t, and to pals thro' 
life, our .virtue unftakcn, and our prin- 
ciples uncorruptcd. We cannot peep 
out, and receive no damage : we find k> 
litde to ftrenothen us in goodnefs, fo 
much to eftablilh us in evil, that the beft 
heart, the more it is converfant with the. 
world, by degrees diffolves into luke- 
warmnels, and at length totally relaxes 
the reins to the furious drive of paflion and 
plcafure. Thefe are maladies which cor- 
rupt the very root, and which muft in- 
difputably level the proud oak with the 
ground, unlefs immediate remedies be 
applied, the caufes of the diforder re- 
mov*d, and proper refrelhments given to 
ihe languid and decaying tree. 

Amongst the many other vices, which

all before them, reigps adultery, notori- 
oufly prevalent, and triumphant in its 
power; — which, as being the violation 
of every facredand human tye, muft of 
confequence bring along with it a train of 
evils, defperate and deftruftive. Injury 
and iniuftice, cruelty and diflioncfly, 
are its conflantattendantSievery noble and 
virtuous, every pure and religious fenti- 
menc muO: vanifh, utterly vaniih from the 
bofom where it is found; the names of 
husband, father, friend, brother, and every 
dear and focial relation be given up, 
and relinquifh'd -, luft, mighty luft, only is 
father, husband, ^end and brother, every 
thing dear, and every thing facred to the 
heart of the adulterer ! 

Tragical enouehare its conlequen- 
ces } too tragical indeed, one wou'd con- 
ceive, for a little momentary pleafure, 
to out-weigh and over-bajiance, (which, 
as the poet obfervea. 

The beafis enjvffo very much ahoveus) 
yet the tears of innocence, the heart- 
rending- agonies of the parent, the mife- 
ries of the unfortunate and ruin'd virgin, 
the horrors and lamentations of the wife, 
and die fufFcrings of every friend are 
weak.

weak, too weak to reftrain the man c^ 
pleafurcj and to hold him from the arms> 
of a dekifive and deceitful miftrel's ^ 
How inconfiftent is man !' pride and va- 
nity conftitute his very nature : yet fo 
abjed is he, that a vile and Ihamelefs 
proftitute caufes him to give up both! fa 
very mean, that unbridled pafTion renden 
him a dupe to a wanton harlotj whofe 
tondiiel's is alidilTiteulation, and who re- 
joiced folely in the power and art of ca- 
joling him ! Son of reafbn, exert thylelf» 
and be wife ! refled, and be abaflied I 
from her wiles, bre^ from her chains^ 
ibrfake the falfely fmilihg miftreTs, and 
he bleftj truly bleft, in the bofom of & 
virtuous wife. 

- But I fear b) thus fJ^M^ng, riie bOL^da 

of my c^ce are exceeded^ and I prftfumo 
too far upon the pro*inrt"of the author 9 
who hoth-indeed fo ftroi^y reprefented! 
to us the miferies atteAoant upon diit 
crime, that we muft. either have utterly 
diverted ourfelvcs of huhianity, or be 
lenfibly affefted by it. The colouring is 
lively and ftrong, the defcription is tender 
and pathetic ; and there runs thro' the 
*/hoIc fo noble and elegant a ftran of mo- 
jtality, as muft indifputably recommend 
the work to every ferious reader : for 
whom:

Acy will not fiul to recoiled, that every 
unlawfiil amoiir, every criminal indul- • 
gence in this fhameleft vice, may be, and 
probably is attended' with a train of confe- 
qaences, equally affofthlg and horrid 
with

with thofc related in this hiftoryj and 
|)oinbly much worle and more fearful, may 
fometlmes enfue. The confidcration, in- 
deed, of a future reckoning, and dreadful 
account to be hereafter given, is [o anti- 
quated, and out of fafhion, that I fear 
little ftrefs can be laid upon it : Our di- 
vines niuft be left to prefs home that im-^ 
portant dodlrine ; but I Jhou'd conceive, 
however we may endeavour to think free- 
ly on the point, and to perfwadc ourfelves 
of the taMngtufs of eternity ; that at 
leaft the very certain and clear proofs, 
which we have even to matbematical dt- 
menfiraHen., of our departure from tKU 
fcene of hap^tufs and plea/ure, wou!d a- 
roufe us to fome thought, and make us 
willing to procure in this unknown here- 
after, as good an intereft as poIBble : for 
the old argument is ftill as forcible as 
ever j if we are miftaken in our notions 
of a future ftate, and find contrary to 
our belief, that there really is an aveng- 
ing God, who will diflribute to every one 
according to his works, the inBdel and 
impious will be mofl fhamefuUy and for- 
rowfuUy difappointed : the good and vir- 
tuous will then be envied by them, and 
their happinefs' no fmall a^ravation of 
the other's mifery : but if it proves, as 
the Infidel hopes, and wou'dfmn heUevtt 
he

lie is ftill no gainer, more than the vir- 
tuous man, each fink alike into filenc 
BOn-entity. But whatever the fcorner of 
religion may in his gayer hours pretend, 
the truth, in the dark moments of thought, 
cuts deep, and he is fearfully and tcnibly 
afraid. 

Let us hear then no more of thdr 
proud boalling : away with their infuldng 
madnefs : tell them only of their ftill and 
private hours } appeal to their hearts, 
when darknefs, daiiger, or death, ap- 
proaches ', and the lion will foon be Ihaken 
off, difplaying the coward afs, the mean 
the daAard, trembling infidel \ 

It is not to be admir'd, that fuch per' 
£>ns abound in thefe times ; nor is there 
any hope that the general malady fhou'd 
be remedied by any fuch accidental appli- 
cations as thefe : it is pofTible a work like 
this may ftrike a heart or two, and drive 
them torefie£tion : andhewhooncercriouny 
reflefts, cannot be far from amendment. 
The author's only view in it» is, if pcffiblc, 
to do good to fome : he earneftly defires 
it,, and the work appears to me calculated' 
Well for that end. The beft preface to any 
work is its own native excellence ; if it 
be really good, it wants none ; if it be 
b«di.

bad, , no preface can pofltbly recommen<J 
or eftablifli its charader : I ihaH therefore- 
urge no more in its behalf, than that it is, 
highly pleafing, affefting and inftniftive ; 
and he who hath gain'd thefe three thiogs; 
in fuch a work, hath gain'd its eminence.. 

I wou'd only further obferve, that: 
what tlie author fo frequently and earneft- 
ly prefles upon parents, is the only meaiis: 
ever to revive true rirtue in this land t- 
that is, an eariy care of the minds of 
youth, and a diligent training them up 
In. the paths of religion ■, a duty greatly 
negledied even by parents themfelves, fat 
mora unhappily omitted in moft of our 
fchooJs and places of inftruffion; where, E 
am ferry to declare it^ trifles, and in- 
flgnificant learning, fo much employ the- 
minds of the young gentlemen, that 
nobler and more important things are 
wholly pafs*d by j and the precepts of: 
religion eftecm'd unneceflary to be taught,, 
and too weU-inewn, or at leaft too un- 
polite to be inculcated.. This is a no- 
torious truth : 'tis within the obfervation , 
of us all, and requires the utmoft at- 
tention of our governots to remedy : I' 
heartily with they may by fome means 
or other be awaken'd to a due confidcration . 
of

of this matter, and a ferious applicaciof) 
to the proper relief and care of it. In the 
mean time, I fhall conclude this little,.

manned fraud, he fo far gain'd my lord's. 
afie^ion, as to be put by him into a place ia 
his own family, and foon after to be made hi*, 
valet de chambre. His unhappy companion not^ 
meeting with fo good fuccels, and being en- 
tiidy ncgjlefied by his falfc and ungrateful 
A'iend, was forced to Heal for fuftenance, and 
in a feffioDs or tWO> was ccndemn'd to ths^ 
pllows. 
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DOO KA L B now became a perfcft 
valet, remarkable for his vanity, impudenccy 
and impertinence ; amidft all which, he ftiU 
rctain'd the moft fupfde method of engaging 
efteem ; . and having a good deal' of the gen- 
tleman in his outward appearance, by that 
and an abundant Hock of flattery and diffi- 
mulation, heconAantly infmuated hlmfelf into 
the good' graces of hiimafter and his friends,^— 
and was as much efteem'd by them as he was 
detefted by the fervants beneath htm. His lord- 
fiiip was a man of great gallantry, and be- 
fides two miftrelles which he kept unknown^ 
to his wife, very frequently took up with the 
very refiife of the fiejh-bexes ; a term which 
perhaps may want explaining to fome, but 
which for the credit of our nation, and tbe 
honour of our lawgivers, we think much more 
prudent to pafs over than dwell'upon j P>rticu— 
laply, as agreeable to the ufual vanity of au-

as ^PcU as our patrtttifm-^^iXt knowing, how

D O Kjf L B was the prime confidant 
in all his m'afler's amours, and the prin- 
cipal means of carrying on the fecret of his 
miflreAes ; he it was who attended, ferv'd and 
alSfted them, and by a duteous and obfequious 
behaviour to them^ as much acquired their' 
eafy efteem as he had done his lord's.

By an amazing 
alTurance, he creeps even into the affedions 
and eftcem of thofe very ladles whofe huibaoda 
be procures for, and has ntw fome places under 
feveral, who,' if Ihcy knew how biad a fellow 
ibty employed, would deteft tbemfelves for

His convtrpin 
tim tultb her^ and. th* (uifigutntt tbtr^ef, 

C/tRO LINE'S fituation w» fearful 
and terrible to her ; her heart beat with 
confbint alarms^ and Ihe was in perpetxial dread 
of fomc cruel attack, fome deep conceited fcheme 
of Ditkalk^s to deftroy her : flie percavcd a more 
than 
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than ordinary diligence and ^dutty In the fer- 
vaota to attend and oblige her, but at the fame 
time (he perceived a more than ordinary dili- 
gence in them to watch and obferve her every 
motion ; fo that it wai too evident {he lived only 
in a nominal freedom, hers being in reality 
the cWfeft confinement. Mr. Deaialb's cour- 
teous behaviour feemed but as the dreadful calm 
before the thunder rolls ; and the truce he had 
made with her fuch as the wolf makes with the 
Iamb, whofe hunger is at any time a fufiicient 
motive with him to break it.

coming franknels, a ferioufiids Heady tho' not 
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ftitr. and a referve tci^cred with tht moft be- 
cwning gentility. Mr. fet^ could not keep 
down in hk bofom a troublefoow r^e£tion as k 
feem'd, tho' in rcfJity, h^My deceiving enteruin- 
ment there. He could not help reflecting how 
triUy pityable a cafe it was, that fo imcb Teem- 
ing innocence, Mid ib much certain bexuty 
ftovld be deftroy'd and disBgured> and be made 
a miferable prey to kift, vice and lafcivioufiids. 
For, it will be neceflary to (^crve, that thia 
young gentleman was a perfon of many excel- 
lent qualities, and oBC of thofe^ who, ^nth the 
utmoll gpod nature, yet much p>od ' lenfe, wai 
not able to reGft the ftream of popular pr^u- 
dices, nor to fland otit the lai^ and ridicule «f 
bis gay companions.

He was not yet fo far gone as 
to be blind to the lulhe of truth, or deaf to Ac 
callof confciencej and though liequenlly erring 
he never efteemcd vice indifferent, nor ever 
fiiiled condemning the fault. His Arongcft and 
moll 
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Bwfl prevailing poSon waa love of the fjiir fex,. 
anooc^ whom ho was do fnrall favourite, not 
only on account of his petfon, which was 
highly commendable, but on account of that per- 
petual flow of mirth and jollity which ever in- 
^ircd him, and diffufed itfelf around wherever 
he appeared. • The tafte bring fo yery mudi 
^ainft marriage^ the thought of it, we majr 
venture to pronounce, never once rofc in his. 
breall ; for he was a good deal abated by the 
reigning fa&ion, and too frequently fuficrcd 
ctmimon opinioiu to blind his better reafcMi|> 
as is eminently remarlcable in the cafe before iif» 
fiace a man like this could certainly never apf> 
prove hit bulioefs with Mr. Dstitlby nor liold any 
very favourable opinion of a perfcm employ'dt 
on fuch deteftahle purpofes. No wonder then , 
fiich a refie^en as befcwe recorded, with taanf- 
others (^ the Uke kind, fu^efted themlclvet (o> 
him, wliile in the prefcnt company t whick 
Mr, Hoeia&f ftccerding to agreement^ took 
care, as foon as proper, to Icflcn by his own. id>-' 
fence ; pretending fomc neceflary and immediate 
(mfineHs, he WKufed himfelf to his coufm and Mr^ 
yat^y and promifing as fpeedy a return at polSblc^ 
begg'd of her to make coffee for his friend, an<i 
withdrew. CsrsUnt knew not wbat to under- 
fiaad bj thii behaviour, yet Ihe was (o fuUy^ 
gerfuadcd 
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periiuded of all her couiin's intentions, that fhe 
Could not but entertain the moft dreadful ap- 
prehenfions, tho' there appear'd to her (bmediing 
which forbad fear in Mr. faifm ; there feem'd 
fomething in bis deportment hitherto which ex- 
prcls'd nothing of vice and evil dellgns, but on 
the contrary (hev/d great modefty and tendemefs 
of heart : however, flie could not be fret from 
dread, nor at the fame time from very fcnfibly 
declaring it in her countenance.
